The premonition of 


its coming is in the air! 
It is driving away dis- 
trust, doubt and hesita- 
lion as the first invigor- 


ating breath of autumn sweeps awiy 
the heavy sultriness of the dog days. 
Its rising tide is beginning to be felt 
even in the most stagnant bayous of 
industry, setting in motion the idle 
wheels of factories, emptying ware- 
houses of accumulated surplus stocks, 
raising wages and clearing the labor 
markets of the unemployed. 


All business barometers arc pointing 


steadily to fair weather, and this phe- 
nomenon is causing astonishment in 
riew of past experience, which has

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product is confined chiefly to the West and the 
Northwest. 


Next in importance is the cotton crop of the South. 


This is not yet absolutely out of danger, but the latest 
government report places its condition at 69.6 per cent 
of the normal, indicating a yidd of some 14,000,000 
bales. This is above the average for the last ten years, 
but slightly below the enormous crop of last year, 
when the October government report.placed the con- 
dition at 71.1 per cent of the normal. 
Prevailing 


prices in the markets give the growers a satisfactory 
return for their labor. 


These figures relating to the staple crops indicate 


sufficiently the reality of agricultural prosperity, which 
is basic. It would not be possible to enter into details 
concerning the entire list of farm products, nor is it 


necessary to do so. ^Nearly all along the line the yield 
has been bounteous, and the outcry against the "high 
cost of living" tells the story in regard to prices. In 
a word, the farmers are prosperous, and consequently 
the foundation of general prosperity has been estab- 
lished.- 


It may comfort in a measure those who find that the 


butcher's and the grocer's bills are absorbing a-larger 
share of their income than ever before to reflect that 
when the farmers are doing well everybody else is 
pretty sure to do well also before long. The agricul- 
tural basis of prosperity having been confirmed, the 
cautious business man usually looks for certain other 
signs which tell him when the tide is turning. 
One of 


these is the demand for pig iron; another is the price 
of print cloths. 


demand for pig iron is important because it 


indicates the condition of many important industries. 
It shows what is going on in the iron and coal mines, 
in the manufacture .of steel, in the building trades and 
among the railroads. 
When the railroads are doing a 


jpod business raw materials and manufactured products 
are moving; the railroads are compelled to make bet- 
terments to keep up with their business and they order 
steel for rails and for other purposes; the steel mills 
buy pig iron to fill these orders. In like manner, when 
the building trades call for structural steel it means 
that people are beginning to feel a confidence in the 
future strong enough to induce them to invest their 
money in new buildings for which there is a demand.

with rising prices in August. Doubters predicted that 
the movement would prove to be only temporary, and 
they held off, waiting for lower prices. Now they are 
scrambling to get the iron at almost any price. Heavy 
sales, a large inquiry and excitement characterize the 
market. There is hardly a furnace in the country that 
has not all the orders that it can fill. The iron masters 
and the ore and coke producers, who hare been hav- 
ing a hard struggle for the last three years, hardly 
know what to make of a turn of events that is taxing 


their capacity and at prices $2 a ton 
higher than they were a year ago. 


The price of coke, meanwhile, has 


risen to $2.65 a ton, as compared with 
$1.50 a ton a year ago. 


In the steel industry it is practically 


the same story. 
The United States 


Steel Corporation turned out 1,100,000 
tons last month. 
Its mills are being 


operated more fully than at any pre- 
vious time in their history. 
It is so 


busy that it has practically ceased to 
invite new orders, and what the man- 
ager fears most is that the demand will 
force prices to a point where buying 
will slacken. 


The price of steel billets'has risen 


from |S to $7 a ton over the figure of 
a year ago, and there has been a sharp 
advance in the last fortnight. There is 
a strong tendency toward advancing 
prices in all steel products, which the 
Steel Corporation, for reasons of policy, 
is endeavoring to minimize for the 
present.

The testimony given by pig iron Is 


not contradicted by print cloths. 
It 


will be recalled how in a period of "busi- 
ness hesitation and stagnation a few 
years ago Matthew C. Bprdeh, the 
greatest of the Fall River mill owners, 
started a general revival of trade by 
going into, the market and making large 
purchases of print cloths at good prices. 
Men reasoned that if Mr. Bordeh had so 
much confidence in the future they 
could no longer afford to remain on the 
waiting list, ani they proceeded to do 
business, again. 


Notwithstanding the ample supply of 


cotton the product of the Fall River 
mills is selling freely at prices which 
represent a substantial advancs over 
those of last year, and they are running • 
to the capacity of their labor'supply. 
This state of affairs is general through- 
out the textile industry. The demand 


< is pressing hard upon the capacity of 


the manufacturers, and in many lines of 
goods the jobbers are no longer able to 
satisfy their customers. They are over- 
whelmed by a flood- of autumn and 
spring orders, and the only excuse they 
are able to offer is that they cannot get 
the goods from the mills, which are 
doing their best to keep up with the 
orders already in hand, without think- 
ing of new business. 


In some instances purchasers are 


placing mill orders for delivery in the 
fall of next year, regardless of any 
changes in prices and conditions that

schedule of the tariff may make. .This 
is regarded in the trade as a noteworthy 
sign of'the prevailing confidence.in the 
endurance of prosperous times. 


One of thex most striking evidences 


of rapidly improving conditions is the 
shortage in freight cars throughout the 
country. The demand came upon them 
so rapidly that the railroads were 
caught unprepared to meet it. 
A year 


ago at this time there was a net surplus.of 50,000 
cars, and in April of this year the surplus had risen 
to 138,000 cars. 
There is a shortage to-day of ap- 


proximately 20,000 cars, with a prospect that it will 
:ontinue for the next two months at least, 


This has come about in spite of every effort that 


the railroads have been able to make to hurry freight 
to its destination and to have cars unloaded and re- 
leased as promptly as possible. 
Shippers generally 


have- responded to their appeals for co-operation, yet 
,the situation is so serious that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has decided to take it up to see 
whether the railroads are making the' fullest possible 
use of their equipment. 
Some of the roads are 


already giving orders for more cars and more loco- 
motives as provision against being caught again in 
a similar predicament. 


Although the railroads continue to complain of the 


"restrictions" placed upon them by the commission, 
bscause it will not permit them to increase freight 
rates to the extent that they would like, their earn- 
ings are showing a constant increase as compared 
with a year ago.

The mule Industry In the United 


States is of great importance and has 
received

Impetus 
during 


recent years on account of the Span- 
ish-American and South African wars. 
When the British army sent its agents 
to the western continent to buy mules 
they established a distributing center 
at tathrop. Missouri, and from this 
point were sent out 115,000 mules. 
These mules, after serving throughout 
the Boer war, are now one of the most 
Important factors in developing the 
agriculture of that region.

GRADING SOILS FOR LAWNS 


By J, J. Skinner. 


The ideal soil for grasses best sultafl 


for lawn making is one which is mod- 
erately moist and contalna a consid- 
erable percentage of clay — a soil which 
is somewhat retentive of moisture, but 
never becomes excessively wet, and is 
inclined to be heavy and compact 
rather than light, loose and sandy, A 
strong clay loam or a. sandy loam 
underlaid by a clay subsoil is un- 
doubtedly the nearest approach to an 
Jdeal soil for a lawn; it, therefore, 
should be the aim in establishing a 
lawn, to approach as near as possible 
to orie or the other of these types 
of soil. In many localities it will be 
very difficult to produce by any arti- 
ficial means a soil which will approach 
In texture either of the types recom- 
mended. 
Our effort should, neverthe- 


less, be directed to attaining as closely 
as possible these ideals. 


Where a pure sand or a light sandy 


soil is the only foundation for the 
lawn a top dressing of two or three 
incha* of clay should be given and 
Incorporated with the first four to 
six Inches of the sand, and after this 
If -possible, the area should be usec 
for the production of some crop which 
gives an abundance of vegetable mat- 
ter.

When the 
surface Boll Is deep and the grading 
slight no special care is required, but 
where tha soil is shallow or the re- 
grading to be done considerable, care 
muat be exercised 60 as not to make 
the surface soil BO shallow aa to pre- 
vent the proper growth of grass. 
Where the regrading is considerable, 
the proper procedure is to take up the 
surface *oil and put It aside; then 
do ail the necessary grading on the 
subsoil thu* exposed. When the sub- 
soil, is thus brought to a grade, it 
should then be examined. Wherever 
an excavation ha* been made of suf- 
ficient depth to expose & subsoil dif- 
ferent in appearance from that im- 
mediately below the top-soil removed, 
its character should be determined. 
If hard and Impervlou* to root growth 
It should be thoroughly plowed or 
otherwise loosened before replacing 
the top soil. An application of coarse 
manure would be helpful. 
If this 


plowing is not done, an allowapce of 
at least three Inches additional top 
soil should be made on these portions. 
After grading, the ettrface soil is uni- 
formly spread over the land. This Is 
a more 'economicst procedure than to 
haul In fresh surface sofl in after 
years to renovate the impoverished 
sections of the lawn where the sub- 
soil was exposed end, furthermore, 
avoids the difficulty often found in 
procuring surface soil.

The Case of Lieut. Becker. 


The New York jury's verdict declaring Police Lieu- 


tenant Becker guilty *of first degree murder for the 
death of Gambler Herman Rosenthal. was something of a 
surprise, for general opinion among those \vho had watched 
this most remarkable case seemed to trend toward a 
disagreement of the jury or at most conviction in a lesser 
degree of homicide. No similar case in recent years has 
created such wide-spread interest. From the fact that it 
involved alleged police graft oti the most flagrant and of 
the most stupendous magnitude, the case was invested 
with a peculiar interest to students of municipal affairs 
as they are conducted In America. The jurors in Judge 
'Goff's court were convinced that Lieutenant Becker, 
while he did not lire the shot that ended the life of the 
gambler, was undeniably guilty u.nder the law because he 
procured the services of the gunmen who did the shooting 
because he wanted Rosenthal out of the way as a matter of 
self-preservation. Lieutena-nt Becker, now as before his 
conviction, is insistent npou his plea of innocence and de- 
clares himself the victim of a plot. The fact of the matter 
remains, however, that all the evidence in the case tended 
to show that as a police officer, sworn to enforce the law, 
Becker was on entirely too friendly terms with a mighty 
bad crowd. He invited the outcome of his case the mo- 
ment he began consorting Avith the gamblers, the gunmen 
and other divisions of New York's great underworld. 
Save alone the conviction of murder, Becker's case has 
had a parallel in scores of other cases of police officers 
who permit themselves to forget sworn duty in friendly 
alliance with the lawless, or demonstrate that they 


,^ are "fixable" upon a cash basis. It is simply an illus- 


tration of what a bad crowd will do for a fellow who thinks 
himself too smart to fall'iato their clutches, but who is 


1 willing to take the long chance.

Prof. Sanford's Lecture. 


A fine looking, elderly woman, whose 


every feature bespoke "intellectual and 
moral force, held the attention of a 
large audience of delegates and many 
well known teachers and other men and 
women of the city Friday evening at 
the closing public meeting" of the con- 
vention held in the First Presbyterian 
church. For thirty years Prof. Sanford 
was a teacher in the" University of Min- 
nesota. 
She is now well passed the 


three score years and ten post mark of 
her path, in fact has passed her seventy- 
fifth anniversary, but with figure still 
erect and voice still firm and vigorous, 
Miss Sanford stood before her audience 
last night and plead for the upholding 
of the moral standard in modern educa- 
tion and -modern teaching. She referred 
briefly to an article that appeared in a 
prominent 
publication 
regarding 
the 


public school system, deploring state- 
ments made that she believes arc not 
true, but declaring that if there is a 
suggestion of truth the system should 
be overhauled. 


Miss Sanford's address was couched 


in fine language and delivered with 
power and feeling. She made a most 
impressive figure and was listened to 
with profound attention. 
Her subject 


was, "Moral Power in the Schoolroom.' 
She ranks the creative gift of mora 
power as over-powering all other attri- 
butes, and declared that "if we want 
teachers of spiritual power we' musl 
create the demand for them."

'Shelved Woman Suffrage. 


The convention put itself on record at 


its closing business meeting .by adopt- 
ing a number of important resolutions 
bearing on topics that had been gener- 
ally -well presented to the'convention by 
a number of speakers. 
! 


'But in the end the delegates quietly 


shelved that particular resolution bear- 
ing on the question of woman's suffrage. 
That many women of the federation in 
favor of the enfranchisement of women 
were opposed to making tho question a 
part of the constitution until Indiana 
herself has recognized the cause- was 
generally known.

held In Fort Wayne. 


"Why, the first vot«r* of today, and 


many of the older ones," he continued, 
"do not know what political .rallies re- 
ally are. We don't hav* them in th«M> 
later days." 


And the old-timer wu right. 
Since 


the memorial Cleveland-Elaine presiden- 
tial campaign of 1884, now twenty-eight 
yean ago, there hai not been t political 
meeting in Fort Wayne or Allen county, 
or in fact, throughout the it*,te, that 
approached in attendances, general in- 
terest and spectacular features the great 
political rallies in which our fathers and 
grandfathers participated. 


They were "rallies" in those years. 


Now they do not deserve a more signifi- 
cant name than that of "political meet- 
ings"—rery mild 
in comparison with 


those old' time events when • the .people 
in the country for miles around went 
tb the county (eat town to attend he 
big mass meetings. 


In Days of the Whigs. 


The great political rally days rially 


had their birth in the Harrison-Van 
Buren presidential campaign of 1840, 
•when the whigs arose* to national po- 
litical power and swept the country in 
a tornado of enthusiasm, carrying nine- 
teen of the twenty-six states participat- 
ing in the election. 


-It-was a campaign of song and-great 


parades, distinctiyely so on .the part of 
the whigs. Their parades at the mass 
meetings held were- immense. I remem- 
ber bearing James E. Eose, formerly one 
nf the leading lawyers of DeKalb county, 
now deceased, the father of Judge J. H.

Pole Railing General 


Throughout these campaigns in which 


the Whigs'were-one-of -the-parties figur- 
ing, pole raising became general and con- 
tinued to be-so'for a long time, even in 
the. years'following the war, as did also 
the big-mas* meeting, parades. Politico1 
poles were raised not 'only in the cities 
and towns,"but also' in front' of .the 
home* of many farmers in the country 


Weiley I.'Work, of .this.city, the.pree 


ent county truant officer, tells a some 
what amusing incident in this connec 
tion, and-I am going to repeat it over 
his objection. It was during the Pierce 
Scott campaign of 1852. Mr. Work wai 
then a boy, hi* home being in,-DeKall 
county,'only a few miles from Hunter 
town.' 
. He was one of a dozen or more demo 
cratic boys who determined on puttin 
up-, a Pierce pole in-front of the Wor 
home. - And right here it .ought to b 
stated that the rule was for the demo 
cratS to have .hickory - poles "and. th 
whigs ash-poles.

mediately recognized the pole as an ash 
one and were surprised, for they knew 
well that the Works were democrats of 
the sterling type. 


The elder'Work wa» called out to ex- 


plain. 
Then the son, Wesley I. Work, 


appeared on the scene. 'He was dum- 
founded to find that the pole was an ash 
instead of a hickory. He. said it had 
been cut down in the woods at a late 
hour in the. evening and in the darkness 
had been mistaken for a hickory. 


"It didn't, take long," said- Mr. Work, 


relating the incident, "for me to hunt 
up an ax and chop that whig pole down." 


It was during the campaign four years 


afterward when Buchanan and Fremont 
were the presidential candidates, tliat.

Intense Party Bitternes*. 


The political campaigns, congressional, 


state and, national, during the war _ of 
the rebellion and immediately following 
its clo««, are remembered by many. They 
were intensely-bitter and party affilia- 
tions very frequently turned neighbor 
against neighbor in bitter hatred, in some 
instances setting brother against brother 
and disrupting church societies. 


The democrats were accused of being 


in sympathy with the rebels of 
the 


south, and of holding secret meetings to 
aid them. But I will not enter into de- 
tail on that phase of the political situa- 
tion' of those times. The charge as it 
applied to" the 
democratic .party, was 


kept up the great rally day processions. 
These latter were spectacular, fanners 
iarticipating in them largely, as is not 
he case to any extent now.

Riots During the War. 


Notable also 
for its scenes of dis- 


urbance, here in Fart Wayne especially, 
was the campaign of 1862, when the state 
,nd congressional 
election JF*S held. 


?arty feeling was-at a white heat. Zeal- 
ous democrats and . republicans' could 
lardly meet in a'discussion of politics 
without a fight, and this was true if the 
democrat wore a butternut pin, which al- 
was aroused the ire of the republicans. 


During this campaign of 1802 it hap- 


wiled that the republicans and democrats 
held a meeting in Fort Wayne on the 
same day and the republicans brought 
here from Waniw,'which was a hotbed 
for republicans, a large crowd'of "boost- 
ers." 
They were of the shouting char- 


acter. It became noised about that they 
came here to clean out the Irish, the 
most of whom were democrat*, and the 
word was sent out that they would tear 
off any butternut pins worn. 


During th* course of the afternoon 


the critical time came. An Irishman was 
met on Calhoun street, just about where 
the Rurode dry good* store now stands 
and an attempt was made to t«ar of 
the butternut pin he wore. This pre 
cipitated » fight in which there. w«r 
many bloody no§e*. and cracked head* 
and the Warsaw crowd, having the mos 
men on the spot at the time, got thi 
best of: it, seemingly. But later the 
Irish and other democrat* recruited their

Scenes .similar to this were frequent 


during these campaigns of the war, and 
to some extent later. It was no uncom- 
mon thing for representatives of one 
party to interrupt and attempt to howl 
down the meetings of the other. Gen. 
John A. Logan, republican, who apoke 
from the steps of the court house, was 
howled down one evening and at a speech 
made later at the old Colerick hall, It 
is said, Carl Schun, the noted German 
speaker, .was rotten egged. 


• Bliine-Cleveland Campaign. 


In the later days the presidential cam- 


paign of 1884, 
when 
Cleveland and 


Blaine were the candidates respectively 
of th« democrats and the republicans, 
was the most notable one, featured by 
its immense parades. 
This was espe- 


cially the case-on ths occasions of the 
visits to the city of Senator Blaine and 
Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks, the latter 
the democratic candidate for rice presi- 
dent on the ticket with Cleveland. The 
marching columns of men in parades on 
these occasions were the largest ever 
seen at political Tacetings in this city. 


On the day thtt Blaine was here a 


few democrats, without 
the previous 


knowledge of the democratic committee; 
of which at the time William Kaough 
was county chairman, arranged a counter 
meeting, the speaker being a congress- 
man from Ohio, and a big crowd of the 
Jeffersonians from 
Toledo and other 


places was brought here to participata 
In the street parade. 
The republicans 


For nearly two day* after the elec- 
ion the result was in doubt. On the 
rst day it was generally conceded thai 
Jlaine was elected and there was re 
oicing among the republicans. The nex1 
.ay, early in the afternoon, the telegram 
came to this city "Cleveland is elected.' 
few York decided the election. The 
tate w*s extremely close. Then came 
he time for .rejoicing among the demo- 
Tats and they were soon on the streets 
vearing miniature rooster emblems on 
.heir hats. The first to do 
so were 


Judge Samuel Sinclair and Henry Cole- 
rick. 
They were »oon joined by many 


other democrats with tin horns, drums, 
etc., and i there w*« "a howling time." 


Many Noted Speakers. 


The feature of the Bryan-McKinley 


presidential campaign of 1896 was its 
street discussions. The silver question 
was the most prominent fine, and about 
everybody seemed to be posted on it. 
Great crowds collected in the street* and 
in i the courthouse in* this city to listen 
to the discussions that took place al- 
most every day for weeks by representa- 
tive* of the two partiea. They were 
not 
scheduled affairs. 
Debaters just 


happened to meet and then argument be- 
gan and they were always animated. 
free, however, from any particular dis- 
turbance. It was a campaign of rea- 
son. 


During this campaign Bryan (poke in 


Fort Wayne,-as he did at later cam 
paigns, always being given ovations. His 
crowds and the night processions, which 
were features of the meetings, were al- 
ways immense. No man is a more popu- 
lar favorite in Fort Wayne than "the 
Peerles*." I

Many of the mo»t 
noted

speakers of the country, both in the 
years of long ago, before and after the 
war of the rebellion, have spoken in 
Fort Wayne.

Capt. Scott Swann, who was chair- 


man of the republican county commit- 
tee, and Chairman Kaough, of the demo- 
cratic committee to prevent trouble and 
disturbance, made arrangements to have 
their meeting at points as far apart'as 
possible and also laid out tho line of 
march for the parades of the iafteroon 
and evening. The republican meeting 
was to be at the fair grounds and the 
democratic meeting at the court house, 
from the steps on the south side. The 
evening meetings were also aranged by 
the chairmen and member? of their com- 
mittees to prevent conflict. 


When Blaine Was Here. 


Senator Blaine was a guest at the 


Aveline house, nt the corner of Berry 
and Calhoun streets, just across the 
street from the court house, from the 
south steps .-of which 
the democratic 


speaker was to address the crowd. In 
the afternoon, just about time for the 
democratic meeting to begin, the im- 
mense crowds on the streets with their 
shouts of "Blaine, Blaine. Elaine," suc- 
ceeded in calling the "Plumed Kniffht" 
out on the balcony at the north sido of 
the hotel and he began an address. 


He had only spoken a few moments 


when the democratic parade came march- 
ing west on East Berry street to the 
cowrt honse, the band playing, rfiarch- 


Benjainin Harrison was here, as was 
also Theodore Roosevelt, then a candi- 
date for vie* president. 


Mr. .Roosevelt spoke at the Library 


hall and had an immense audience. Dur- 
ing the day in the parade given he stood 
up in the carriage as > it passed through 
the streets, bowing and emiling as the 
people cheered him. Somehow and some- 
way he was struck in the face by. a peb- 
ble, or some other small object, possibly 
hidden .in th« bunches of red, white and 
blue wafers promiscuously thrown at 
the marchers and other* that day by 
the boys and girls, 


Mr. Roosevelt wasn't hurt at all, not 


a bruise or a scratch being on his face. 
But the occurrence was sent broadcast 
over the country 
by 
telegraph thiit 


"Roosevelt had been assaulted," "hit by 
a rock," "another democratic outrage at 
Fort Wayne," and all the other startling 
accompaniment* put in the telling of 
the story. 


It was the creation of a mountain out 


of a mole hill. It was a lie told and oe- 
lieved by many—believed by many to 
this day. 


The famous Benjamin P. Butler was 


here during one of the campaigns and 
spoke at the fair grounds. Thomas Cor- 
win, Ohio's most eloquent orator, spoke 
in Swing's grove. Henry Clay was here 
and many other distinguished men of 
the east, west, north and south—the 
best political speakers and the greatest 
statesmen of the country. 


The story of their meetings and the 


many incidents of interest of the past 
political campaigns in Fort Wayne would 
fill a volume. I stop here because I 


creaied at a rapid rate. In 1852 Frank- 
lin Pierce, democrat, carried the county 
over General Scott, whig, by 639 in a 
,ot»l vote of 3,189. Four years after 
.his, in 1856,, thy republican party was 
born. General Fremont was its candi- 
date for president, James Buchanan be- 
ing the candidate of the democrat*. The 
vote that year and for successive presi- 
dential elections w»» ** follows: 


1S56—Buchanan, democrat, 3,211; Fre- 


mont, republican, 1,593. 


1860—Douglas, democrat, 3,224; Lin- 


coln, republican, 2,552.

cratic candidate, 399, making a total of 
only 1,039 votes in the entire county. 


That was a -whig year, however. The 


party swept the country in this memora- 
ble campaign, electing Harrison and Ty- 
ler president and vice president. 
In 


the election four years afterward, whe-- 
Clay and Polk were the presidential can- 
didate?, the whigs had just twelve ma- 
jority in the county, the vote being S61 
for Clay and 849 for Polk. 


In 184S Allen county got her demo- 


cratic moorings and for over a half cen- 
tury of years in the party's national vic- 
tories and defeats was true to its presi- 
dential candidates. It could always be 
relied on for sweeping majorities. 
In 


this presidential campaign of 1848 Lewis 
' Ca?s. the democratic candidate, received 


1.056 votes to 991 cast for General Tyier, 
the whig candidate. 


And after that the! total vote and the 


Wayn, carried it, as the democratic can- 
didate, by 890 majority, defeating Judge 
Robert S. Taylor, of this city, the re- 
publican candidate.. 


Judge Robert Lowry, democrat, fol- 


lowed Judge Colerick in congress. He

When he.ran 
for a third term, however, in 1886, he 
was defeated. Capt.James B. White, 
republican, of this city, was elected, car- 
rying the district by 2,450 majority.

0 McClellau, of ..DeKalb, was elected, 
and re-elected in 1890, followed by the 
election of Hon. William F. McKagny, of 
Columbia City, a democrat, in 1892, and 
then at the election in 1894 the repub- 
licans won out, electing 
Hon. J. D. 


Leighty, o f . St. Joe. Mr. Eeighty was 
defeated for re-election in 1S96 by Hon. 
James M. Robinson, or Fort Wayne, 
democrat, by 557 majority. 


Mr. Robinson kept the Twelfth in the 


column in 1898 by 1,140 majority, in WOO 
by 628 majority, and in 1902 br 285 
majority. In 1904 he was defeated for 
a fifth term in congress by Hon. >.ew- 
ton Gilbert, of Angola, the republican 
nominee. This was the year of "the 
Roosevelt landslide," and Captain Gil- 
bert' was elected by 1,881 majority. 


Mr. Gilbert had only been in his seat 


in" congress for n short time when he 
resigned to accept an appointive posi- 
tion under the government of tho United 
Slates in the Philippines, that ol judge 
of the court of first instance, and Hon. 
Clarence C. Gilhams. of Lagrange, """as 
appointed to fill out the unexpired term 
as congressman.

paien that followed., that of 1900, Mr. 
Gilharas was the republican nominee.

At the election, which wan a most 


hotly waged one, Mr. Gilhams was 
elected by a majority of 322.

' die the Chinese, ai was. his scheme, "but1 
walked into a trap set by the federal 
detectives. 


The Chinese left immediately with his 


fifty tins of'axle grease, leaving Hoburg, 
who thought he had $1,000, to be inter- 
cepted-by H. W- Tidwell, special agent 
of the treasury department, and several 
other customi .officers. 


Hoburg had been swindling Chinese 


opium buyers for several months He 
filled fifty opium cans with axle grease 
and arranged to sell opium at the mar- 
cet price, filing a place "where the drug 
was to be delivered. He arranged with 
Ibseph Alexander, a stevedore, to . stop 
the :.Chinese and seize tha "opium," rep- 
resenting that he wa* a federal officer. 
Alexander would allow-the Chinese to 
;o on paying $100. 


This scheme was carried on success- 


fully until a Chinese suspected some- 
thing was wrong and notified the federa 
authorities. This Chinese paid $750 for 
opium to. be delivered by. Hoburg in South 
park, under cover of night. He was later 


"arrested" by Alexander, whom he bribed 
for-his freedom.

Hoburg made a complete confession to 


Charles Stephens, deputy surveyor of the 
port. Besides implicating Alexander, Ho- 
barg.said that Charles Faber, a China- 
town guide, arranged for the sale of the 
supposed opium that was delivered at 
South park. 


The tins were packed cleverly and the 


fraud would not be detected in ordinary- 
circumstances.
